Although  no  particular  aspect  of  the  work  merits  special 
mention  this  year,  nevertheless  the  general  improvement  of  the 
District  continues  in  the  fields  of  water  supply,  drainage,  housing, 
clean  air  and  food  hygiene. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Members  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  co-operation,  and  also  to 
acknowledge  the  loyal  support  and  assistance  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department .

2 . WATER  SUPPLY 


Mains  Water  Supplies 


There  is  piped  water  supply  in  all  parishes  in  the  District, 
taken  to  all  sizeable  groups  of  houses. 

As  a result  of  negotiations  between  the  Croft  Granite 
Company,  the  Leicester  Corporation  Water  Department  and  the 
Council,  the  water  main  was  extended  in  1962  from  Huncote  to  Croft 
to  supply  water  to  the  parishes  of  Croft  and  Potters  Marston. 

This  enabled  the  former  source  of  supply  of  exceptionally 
hard  water  from  the  Croft  quarry  to  be  abandoned. 


The  whole  area  of  the  Blaby  Rural  District  is  now  supplied 
with  water  by  the  Leicester  Water  Undertaking. 

Analyses  show  the  water  to  be  of  moderate  hardness,  with 
no  plumbo-solvency , but  occasionally  showing  traces  of  iron  deposit 
from  the  water  mains,  in  some  areas.

In  the  parish  of  Thurlaston,  nine  isolated  premises 
comprising  two  farms,  cottages  and  other  premises  rely  on  a private 
piped  supply  of  water  taken  from  Thurlaston  Brook  by  means  of  a 
hydraulic  ram  and  storage  tank.  This  supply  is  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory  and  the  consumers  have  been  advised  to  boil  the 
water  before  use  for  drinking  and  dietetic  purposes. 

The  Council  is  endeavouring  to  have  mains  water  supply 
brought  to  the  various  premises  by  an  extension  of  the  water  main. 
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Well  Water  Supply 


A few  isolated  farms  and  houses  where  piped  water  supply  is 
not  yet  available  still  rely  on  wells  for  water  supply. 

Three  of  the  four  samples  of  water  taken  from  shallow  wells 
during  the  year  were  unsatisfactory.  As  a precautionary  measure 
the  occupants  of  the  premises  were  advised  to  boil  the  water  before 
use  for  drinking  and  dietetic  purposes.

3.  SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Every  village  in  the  District  is  provided  with  main 
sewerage,  outf ailing  to  properly  constructed  sewage  disposal  works. 

During  the  year  main  drainage  was  provided  to  a group  of 
six  houses  in  the  parish  of  Potters  Marston  by  connecting  to  the 
sewer  in  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Croft  at  a cost  of  £1,400. 

Schemes  are  being  prepared  for  the  provision  of  main 
drainage  to  isolated  groups  of  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Whetstone, 
Stoney  Stanton  and  Leicester  Forest  West. 

The  sewage  from  the  19  sewered  parishes  is  biologically 
treated  at  12  sewage  disposal  works. 

Due  to  extensive  development  in  several  parishes  and 
increase  in  population,  sewerage  extensions  and  enlargement  of 
sewage  disposal  works  have  been  required,  and  I am  indebted  to 
Mr.  F.W.  James,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  details  of  schemes 
prepared  and  supervised  by  the  Engineering  Section  of  his  Department.

During  the  year  2 cesspools  and  2 private  sewage  treatment 
plants  were  constructed,  and  8 cesspools  abolished. 

In  connection  with  complaints  received,  re-drainage  of 
premises  and  closet  conversions,  219  obstructed  drains  were  cleared, 
30  drains  smoke  tested,  32  colour  tested  and  293  opened  up  for 
examination. 


Pail  Closet  Conversions 


Although  there  are  still  over  200  pail  closets  in  the 
District,  the  majority  are  at  premises  where  no  sewer  is  yet 
available  and  at  houses  scheduled  for  action  under  the  Housing  Act. 

During  the  year,  21  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water 
closets . 


Pail  closets  throughout  the  District  are  emptied  weekly  by 
the  Cleansing  Department  and  contents  disposed  of  in  an  area  at  the 
refuse  tip  at  Thurlaston. 

4.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Cleansing  Department  which  deals  with  the  emptying  of 
pail  closets,  cesspools  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  Council  has  undertaken  to  empty  cesspools  quarterly,  and 
for  this  purpose  and  for  the  weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  a 
Karrier  800  gallon  special  wagon  is  used. 
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House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  parish  in  the 
District  using  a fleet  of  ten  Karrier  Lorries,  and  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  the  centrally  situated  tip  at  Thurlaston. 

All  vehicles  are  maintained  and  serviced  at  the  Council's 
works  and  depot  at  Littlethorpe . 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  the  Council  throughout  the 
District,  and  a Commer  Mechanical  Sweeper  is  used  for  the  regular 
sweeping  of  village  streets.

DISINFESTATION  and  DISINFECTION 


Unclean  or  Verminous  Premises 


In  connection  with  complaints  received,  18  visits  were  made 
to  unclean  premises.  Evidence  of  bug  and  flea  infestation  was 
found  in  two  cases  and  disinfestation  treatment  was  carried  out. 


Advice  and  assistance  was  given  in  31  cases  following 
complaints  of  infestation  by  ants  and  other  insects. 


Disinfestation  treatment  was  also  carried  out  at  one  house 
for  the  destruction  of  a wasps'  nest,  and  at  a factory  and  adjoining 
premises  for  the  destruction  of  crickets. 


Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  6 cases  after 
Infectious  Disease. 

7 . RODENT  CONTROL 


For  the  administration  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  the  Council  maintains  a Rodent  Destruction  Service,  employing 
a Rodent  Operator  provided  with  a fully  equipped  light  van. 

Treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  private 
dwellings  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  as  a public  service,  but 
full  charges  are  made  for  work  on  all  other  types  of  premises. 

All  premises  and  lands  owned  by  the  Council  are  regularly 
inspected  and  treated  against  rodent  infestation.

8 . SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  Clean  Air  Act 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  former  sprinkler-type  stoking 
arrangements  to  the  boiler  plant  at  the  Carlton  Hayes  Hospital  in 
Narborough  were  replaced  by  Low  Ram  Coking  Stokers  and  the  emission 
of  dark  smoke  from  the  stack  was  considerably  reduced,  this  abating 
a nuisance  that  had  existed  for  some  years. 

Prior  Approval 


Under  the  provisions  of  Section  10,  Clean  Air  Act  1956  plans 
submitted  under  Building  Byelaws  must  be  rejected  unless  the  height 
of  the  chimney  is  sufficient  to  prevent  the  smoke  from  becoming  a 
nuisance,  and  under  Section  3 of  the  Act  notification  must  be  given 
of  intention  to  install  any  new  furnace. 

, In  submitting  plans  and  specifications  application  may  be 
made  for  Prior  Approval,  whereby  the  Council  approve  the  proposed 
installation  as  complying  with  all  requirements. 
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Six  such  applications  were  received  and  given  Prior  Approval 
in  1962. 


Smoke  Control  Areas 


On  1st  November,  1962,  the  Blaby  Rural  District  (Glen  Parva) 
Smoke  Control  Order  No.  1 came  into  operation. 

The  Smoke  Control  Area  embraced  the  whole  of  the  Eyres 
Monsell  housing  estate,  and  covered  175.6  acres  in  the  parish  of 
Glen  Parva. 

Included  in  the  area  were  - 

1,632  Corporation  houses 
2 Private  houses 
2 Commercial  premises 
2 County  Schools. 

Only  authorised  fuels  - specified  fuels  capable  of  being 
burnt  without  creating  smoke  may  be  used  in  the  buildings  in  the 
area . 


In  September  1962  the  Council  considered  the  declaration  of 
a second  Smoke  Control  Area  to  cover  the  East  Lubbesthorpe  Ward  of 
Glen  Parva  parish,  an  area  contiguous  to  the  No.  1 Area  and  fringing 
the  boundary  with  the  City  of  Leicester,  and  an  area  in  the  City 
recently  covered  by  a Smoke  Control  Order. 

The  Council  subsequently  made  the  Blaby  Rural  District  (Glen 
Parva)  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  2,  which  was  eventually  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  to  come  into  operation  on  1st  November,  1963.

9.  MILK  SUPPLY 


Dairies  and  Distribution 

The  Blaby  Rural  District  is  a specified  Area  wherein  only 
Designated  Milks  such  as  Tuberculin  Tested  (raw  milk),  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  (heat  treated)  bottled  milk  may  be  retailed. 

Although  there  are  134  dairy  farms  in  the  District  only  6 
Producers  retail  their  milk;  the  bulk  of  the  milk  is  sent  to  large 
dairies  in  Leicester  and  adjoining  towns  where  it  is  heat  treated. 

The  bulk  of  the  retail  milk  supply  in  the  District  is  now 
distributed  by  these  large  dairy  firms.

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Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958,  the 
"Appointed  Day"  for  the  Blaby  Rural  District,  when  all  slaughter- 
houses had  to  conform  to  prescribed  standards  for  licensing,  was 
1st  January,  1962. 

Subsequently  eight  private  slaughterhouses  which  had  been 
brought  up  to  the  standards  set  out  in  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  were  licensed. 

One  of  the  eight  private  slaughterhouses,  is  a recently  built 
abattoir  at  Whetstone,  designed  for  a fairly  large  through-put  for 
the  wholesale  meat  trade  - a high  proportion  of  the  out-put  being 
exported  from  the  District. 

Slaughtering  takes  place  every  day  and  evening  during  the 
week  and  also  on  Sundays,  and  the  100 % meat  inspection  carried  out 
at  the  eight  slaughterhouses  in  various  parts  of  the  District 
involves  considerable  travelling  mileage,  and  arduous  work  outside 
normal  working  hours  by  the  Inspectors. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 


Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  30  licences  have  been 
issued  to  slaughtermen  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals. 

12  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  often  called  upon  to  give 
an  opinion  on  the  fitness  of  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption. 

When  an  article  of  food  is  found  to  be  unfit,  it  is  condemned 
and  generally  voluntarily  surrendered  for  destruction.

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Only  two  samples  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
both  were  pork  sausages.  One  of  these  samples  contained  only  50% 
meat  instead  of  the  65%  expected  by  the  Analyst,  there  being  no 
statutory  standard  for  sausages.  The  manufacturer  was  prosecuted 
but  the  case  against  him  was  dismissed.  The  other  unsatisfactory 
sample  of  pork  sausage  contained  56%  meat  and  in  this  instance  the 
manufacturer  was  cautioned.

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  the 
Clearance  Order  in  1962  in  respect  of  Clearance  Area  No.  15 
comprising  15  houses  in  The  Nook/Townsend  Road,  Enderby  declared 
the  previous  year.

RESIDENTIAL  CARAVANS 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  32  occupied  caravan  sites 
licensed  by  the  Council  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  1960. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Council's  caravan  site  at 
Countesthorpe  and  a private  site  for  13  caravans  at  Littlethorpe 
all  the  other  licences  issued  were  for  single  caravan  sites. 

Due  to  proposed  housing  development  at  Littlethorpe  the 
private  caravan  site  is  to  be  transferred  to  a new  site  in  the  near 
vicinity,  and  accordingly,  the  existing  temporary  licence  has  been 
extended  to  31st  March,  1964. 

There  has  been  regular  demand  for  sites  on  the  Council 
site  at  Countesthorpe  where  10  caravans  are  accommodated  with  all 
facilities . 

The  construction  of  the  Ml  Motorway  through  the  District 
has  created  problems  in  accommodating  and  providing  sites  for  the 
work  people  employed  on  the  project. 


Two  prosecutions  were  taken  under  the  Act,  for  the  use  of 
unlicensed  caravan  sites  and  convictions  obtained  in  both  cases. 

16.  SHOPS  ACT 


As  the  majority  of  the  shops  in  the  District  are  food  shops, 
regular  inspections  are  made  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  food  hygiene  regulations,  but  11  visits  were  made  to  other  shops 
for  the  purpose  of  administration  of  Section  38,  Shops  Act  1950. 

This  section  applies  to  shops  where  assistants  are  employed 
and  relates  specifically  to  sanitary  accommodation,  temperature, 
washing  facilities,  lighting  and  facilities  for  taking  meals. 

Conditions  in  the  shops  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and 
no  action  was  required  under  the  Act. 

17.  HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Under  the  provisions  of  Section  77,  Public  Health  Act  1961, 
the  Council  made  Byelaws  for  securing  cleanliness  in  hairdresser's 
and  barber's  premises,  which  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  to  come 
into  operation  on  1st  October,  1962. 

A brief  survey  showed  that  there  were  26  such  premises  in 
the  District,  and  copies  of  the  byelaws  were  sent  to  the  proprietors. 
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Following  inspection,  10  informal  notices  were  sent 
recommending  and  requiring  improvement  to  be  made.

19.  PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 


All  places  where  petroleum  spirit  and  inflammable 
petroleum-based  mixtures  are  stored  are  controlled  by  the  Council 
by  the  issue  of  annual  licences  under  the  Petroleum  Act  and 
Regulations . 

The  recommendations  set  out  by  the  Home  Office  in  the 
Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions 
have  been  applied  to  all  licensed  petroleum  stores  in  the  District. 

Seventy-one  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  installations 
at  32  petrol  filling  stations,  and  storage  of  petroleum  at  39  other 
premises .
